Pittville Spa stands on the north side of High Street, 
and was erected at a cost of £ 20,000 in 182.i—28 by the 
late Jos. Pitt, Esq., M. P. It stands amid extensive grounds 
known as Pittville Park, and is a magnificent edifice with 
a dome 70 feet high, surrounded by an Ionic colonnade, 
20 feet wide, adorned with statues of Hygeia. yEsculapius 
and Hippocrates. The waters are strongly recommended 
for liver and other “hot-country” ailments. 
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
